This Mountain ſtands at about Si 
Enxgliſo Miles diſtance from Nayle, 
tho, by reaſon of its Height; it ſeems 
much nearer to thoſe that ſurvey i 
from the Town.

On our Way to Palaſtrina we ſaw 
the Lake Regillus, famous for the Ap- 
prition of Caſtor and Pollux, who 
vere here ſeen to give their Horſes 
Drink after the Battel between the 
Romans and the Son- in-Lav of Tar- 
uin. At ſome diſtance from it we 
had a View of the Lacus Gabinus, 
bat is much larger than the former. 


Ve left the Road for about half a 
Mile to fee the Sources of a Modern 
Aqueduct. It is entertaining to ob- 
krve how the ſeveral little Springs and 
Rills, chat break out of the Sides of 
the Mountain, are glean d up, and 
onvey d thro little cover d Channels 
it B b 4 into 
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into the main Hollow of the Aque 
duct. It was certainly very lucky fo 
Rome, ſeeing it had occaſion for ( 
many Aqueducts, that there chance 
to be ſuch a Range of Mountain 
within its Neighbourhood. For bj 
this means they could take up thei 
Water from what height they pleas' 
without the Expence of ſuch an En 
gine as that at Mark. Thus th 
Claudian Aqueduct ran Thirty Eigh 
Miles, and ſunk after the Proportio 
of Five Foot and a half every Mil 
by the Advantage only of a hig 
Source and the low Situation of Rom 
Paleftrina ſtands very high, like mo 
other Towns in Iraly, for the Advan 
tage of the cool Breezes, for whic 
Reaſon Virgil calls it Altum, and H 
race, Frigidum Præneſte. Statius ca 
it Præneſte Sacrum, becauſe of the F 
mous Temple of Fortune that ſtoc 
in it. There are ſtill great Pillars 
Granite, and other Fragments of th 
ancient Temple. But the moſt co 
92711 2a 04 ::_  faderab 
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ſiderable Remnant of it is a very 
beautiful Moſaic Pavement, the fineſt 
that J have ever ſeen in Marble. The 
Parts are ſo well join'd together, that 
the whole Piece looks like a continu d 
Picture. There are in it the Figures 
of a Rhinoceros, of Elephants, and 
of ſeveral other Animals, vith little 
Landskips that look very lively and 
vel] painted, tho' they are made out 
of the natural Colours and Shadows 
of the Marble. I don't remember e- 
er to have met vith any old Roman 
Moſaic, compos d of little Pieces of 
Clay halfovirrify'd, and prepar d at 
the GlaG-Honlſes, which the Iralians 
all Smalte. Theſe are much in uſe 
t preſent, and may be made of whar 
Colour and Figure the Work-man 
pleaſes, vhich is a Modern Improve- 
nent of the Art, and enables thoſe

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In our Excurſion to Albano ve 
vent as far as Nemi, that takes it;
